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A resounding “No” on library proposal 
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Library fails in Special Town Election by nearly a 2 to 1 margin

WILMINGTON - The Town 
spoke loud and clear on the 
issue of a new library during 
Tuesday’s Special Town 
Election. By a vote of 2,160 to 
1,373, Wilmington residents 
opposed the construction of a 
new library and discarded a 
$3:4 million state grant. 


Not a_ single one of 
Wilmington's six precincts 
voted in favor of the library 
proposal. 

This was the second, and con- 
clusive, defeat of the most 
recent push for a new library. 
Last week it failed to garner the 
necessary two-thirds majority 
vote at the Special Town

Missing 
snakes 


Whereabouts of 


valuable snakes unknown

WILMINGTON Police 
responded Monday evening to a 
report of $200,000 worth of miss- 
ing snakes. A Wilmington resi- 
dent in the area of Chestnut 
Street and Hillside Way 
informed police at approxi- 
mately 10:30 p.m. on Monday 
November 7 that someone had 
removed a number of expensive 
snakes from her home. 

A total of 22 snakes were miss- 
ing from the home, including a 
$40,000 Purgon. The loss also 
included three Pastel Mojave's 
and two Spider Mojave's, with a 
combined value of $130,000. 

In addition to the theft, a num- 
ber of doors and cabinets were 
damaged, apparently as a 
result of the incident. Three 
kitchen cabinet doors were 
ripped off, the frame of an inte- 
rior door was damaged, and a 
second interior door was bro- 
ken. 

The caller suspects that her 
estranged husband may be 
responsible for the missing rep- 
tiles and may have involved 
their juvenile son in the inci- 
dent. 

‘The caller stated that the inci- 
dent occurred between the 
hours of 3:45 p.m. and 10:15 
p.m., while she was not at 
home, Her son was at home 
when she departed, but was not 
at*honie when she returned. 

Wilmington Police located the 
caller's husband and son at an 
area hotel on Tuesday after- 
noon, November 8. Both par- 
ents share custody of the child, 
but a restraining order pro- 
hibits the husband from 
approaching the residence. 

Neither father nor son admit- 
ted to any knowledge of the

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Wilmington Police had gone 
several months without having 
any reported daytime house- 
breaks, but have responded to 
five housebreaks during the 
last five weeks with no discern- 
able pattern. 

“The locations are scattered 
throughout the Town and 
include Lowell Street, Woburn 
Street, Middlesex Avenue; and 
Grove Avenue,” Neville said. 
“All are streets with a signifi- 
cant amount of traffic.” 

There is no single day of the 
week during which the burglar- 
ies have occurred, but all have 
occurred during afternoon 
hours. The residence on 
Woburn Street was broken into 
between 3:00 p.m. and 5:30 p.m. 
An attempted daytime bur-

against it.” 

The general consensus of the 
proponents gathered in Town 
Hall was that if the project had 
received more support from the 
Town's elected leaders, it would 
have stood a better chance of 
success. They also felt that a 
significant amount of misinfor- 
mation was being bandied 


Wilmington veteran Jim Banda recalls 


D-Day & the “Forgotten Few”

WILMINGTON - The year was 
1944. Roosevelt was in the midst 
of his fourth term in the White 
House, Sinatra crooned over the 
airwaves, and the country’s 
sons and daughters were over- 
seas in the final years of the 
second World War. He was then 
a 23-year-old, alongside count- 
less others brave and young, 
trudging through the choppy 
waters off the coast of Northern 
France to fight and willing to 
die for their nation. 

Now, 61 years later, James 
Banda is relaxing in the kitchen 
of his Wilmington home thumb- 
ing through the pages of a war- 
time scrapbook, studying the 
black and white photographs of 
his smiling fellow soldiers. 

“It’s been over fifty years 
now,” said Banda, as he sifted 
through newspaper clippings 
and snapshots. “We're almost 
the forgotten few.” 

On June 6, 1944, Banda’s 
Second Armored Division 41st 
Infantry Regiment reached the 
Normandy shoreline in an inva.

For me, a trip to the mall is an 
adventure, like a detective scan- 
ning the scene. I can't help but 
notice a person with poor pos- 
ture, because to me they stick 
out like a sore thumb. 

Studies have shown that peo- 
ple with good posture tend to 
get better jobs, garner more 
respect and are considered 
more attractive. On the other 
hand, we see the results of poor 
posture all the time: older men 
and women bent forward, or 
with the upper back “hump”. 
These deformities don't appear 
overnight but develop over time, 
mostly from years of incorrect 
posture. 

By definition, posture is the 
position or arrangement in 
which you hold your body 
against gravity while standing, 
sitting or lying down. 

Good posture not only looks 
better, but it has many physical 
benefits. Proper posture pro- 
motes less strain on supporting 
muscles, ligaments and joints 
during movements or weight- 
bearing activities. It maintains 
correct bone and joint align- 
ment so muscles are used more 
efficiently, decreasing fatigue 
and abnormal wear on joint sur- 
faces. In the spine, correct 
alignment prevents the. bones 
from becoming fixed in abnor- 
mal positions, which contribute 
to osteoarthritis, back and neck 
pain. 

Poor posture, however, pro- 
motes this unhealthy strain, 
wear and fatigue on muscles 
and joints, increasing the 
chance for injuries, such as disc 
herniations, sprain/strains, ete. 

Incorrect posture may be 
caused by everyday habits such 
as long hours sitting in office or 
schvol chairs, computer work, 
driving, or improper sleeping 
habits. The same can be wors- 
ened or caused by traumatic 
injuries such as motor vehicle 
acciden And these postures 
can easily become second 
nature. Fortunately, if caught 
early enough, the main factors 
affecting posture are for the 
most part, within one's ability 
to control and are not difficult

that even a prison-bound mis- 
tress of homemaking would 
envy. I can do things *with 
melted chocolate, peanut butter 
and pretzels that would make 
your head spin. 

But hamburger? What do you 
do with hamburger? There are 
two combinations that should 
never meet within a casserole 
dish. Hamburger, and cream of 
mushroom soup. Actually, I 
don't think cream of mushroom 
soup should go hand in hand 
with anything. But unfortu- 
nately, I have become a victim 
to such acts of offense in the 
kitchen. 

I've tried those recipes for 
quick, easy, and “tasty” meals 
in the pages of magazines. But 
they usually result in the same 
ending. Aside from two serv- 
ings, the other six end up exist- 


to change. 

Anatomically, muscles are 
anchored on bones in order to 
be able to move the bones and 
joints in ranges of motion. 
When muscles become fatigued, 
they are unable to maintain the 
anchor system and cause the 
bones to shift farther apart. On 
the other hand, a muscle that is 
too tight, usually from compen- 
sation, is in a constant state of 
contraction, shortening the 
bones they attach to. Both dis- 
rupt and change posture. When 
muscles are not equal in 
strength, they pull bones out of 
place and create a shift in the 
nervous system which creates 
an adaptive state, perpetuating 
the postural decline. 

Poor posture can also be a 
window to other internal issues. 
For example, a person who has 
a forward head carriage, in 
which their head lies in front of 
their shoulders, often suffers 
from simus pain and:headaches; 
This is due to the fact that the 
neck muscles are fed by the 
same nerves that feed the sinus- 
es. Thus, a problem in one area 
often creates this neurological 
shift, sooner or later affecting 
the corresponding organ. 

The same can be said for the 
back. Improper back posture 
causes the forward lean and the 
upper back “hump” (hyper- 
kyphosis) that you see in many 
older individuals. The hump, 
which affects women more than 
men due to the increased breast 
tissue, results from the shoul- 
ders pulling forward, creating a 
contracted state of the chest 
muscles and fatigued mid-back 
muscles. 

Your low back has large mus- 
cles which work constantly 
when standing and sitting to 
keep you upright, working 
against the abdominals to main- 
tain the posture. When these 
muscles are fatigued, you lose 
the ability to maintain the 
upright position. Many of the 
low back muscles correspond 
neurologically with the large 
intestines, whereas the abdomi- 
nals correspond with the small 
intestines, leading to a strain on 


Is it really $.25 per day? 


Dear Editor, 

I wanted to set the record 
raight for all regarding the 
estimated tax burden per the 
7100 households in Wilmington. 
The Librarian and supporters 
stated that the tax burden 
would be only $0.25 /day. But 
simple math shows that it is 
closer to $0.40/ day per house- 
hold or about $140 / year per 
household. This assumes that 
the town can obtain a 10 year 
loan @ 5% interest on $8MM. 
The monthly payment with the 
interest would be $84,852. I do 
not think that having a few 
extra meetings or a beautiful 
entry are worth this burden at 
this time.

Griffin's letter do not take into 
account the property taxes 
paid on commercial and indus- 
trial properties. Due to the tax 
classification shift, which is 
authorized by the 
Commonwealth of Mass- 
achusetts and is adopted by 
the Wilmington Board of 
Selectmen each year, commer. 
cial and industrial properties 
are taxed at a proportionately 
higher rate than are residen- 


tial properties. In 2005, for 
instance, commercial and 
industrial properties were 


assessed at a rate 1.97 times 
higher than residential proper- 
ties. When factoring in the 
commercial and industrial tax 
base, the estimated burden to 
the average residential tax. 
payer would be $.25 per day for 
the first year. That $.25 figure 
would decrease each subse- 
quent year until the debt was 
paid off.)

The summer months aren't so 
bad. A nice salad, throw some 
hamburgers and hot dogs on 
the grill, and voila, dinner. And 
I know what you're saying, I 
could cook on the grill all year, 
but I would rather not trudge 
through snow to cook my meal.

So how can you spot poor pos- 


ture? Physical symptoms 
include: rounded shoulders, a 
potbelly, bent knees when 


standing or walking, head that 
either leans forward or back- 
ward, back pain, body aches 
and pains, muscle fatigue and 
headache. 

In order to be able to change 
your posture, let's discuss what 
good posture looks like. With 
postural analysis, always begin 
from the foundation, meaning 
feet, upward. From your side, 
start with the ankles. Your 
ankle bone is the basis of analy- 
sis. The hip socket should be in 
line with your ankle bone, 
which should be .in line with 
your shoulder and your ear 
canal. From the front your feet 
should be slightly turned out 
and even on both sides; your 
navel should be midline; chest, 
waist, shoulders, and ears even, 
and head looking straight. 

Now what can you do to 
change poor posture? Well 
first, stand with your knees 
relaxed, not locked, with weight 
balanced evenly on both feet. 
Many people, especially women 
who, wear heels, tend to lean 
forward on the balls of the feet. 
If you carry a heavy object, 
such as a backpack, purse etc. 
on a regular basis, vary the 
shoulder or arm you use, so you 
don't stretch hip muscles only 
on one side, You should also fol- 
low these rules: 

1. Know the warning signs of 
back pain caused by poor pos- 
tures. Posturally related back 
pain is usually worse at certain 
times of the day (after sitting 
for long periods etc. that get 
better over periods of rest). 

2. Get up and move. As mus- 
cles tire, slouching and other 
poor postures become more 
likely. Take a break from sit- 
ting in an office chair every half 
hour for 2 minufes to stretch 
and walk around. 

3. If your job promotes long 
periods of abnormal postures be 
sure.to discuss how you can 
make your equipment more 
ergonomic. Arrange your com- 
puter screen at a proper height 
so your head is not tilted or 
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won't eat what I have prepared

If you aren't willing to 
change, look to custom made 
orthotics to assist in absorbing 
the added weight distributioh.

glary of a residence on Lowell 
Street was thwarted when the 
perpetrators were scared off by 
an alarm system, which sound- 
ed.at approximately 4:00 p.m. 

“The housebreakers appear to 
be targeting jewelry and 
as well as collectable items,” 
Neville said. “There is no obvi- 
ous similarity in the breaks, 
except for three of the houses 
had rear facing glass doors 
shattered.” 

The quantity of items stolen 
during the housebreaks sug- 
gests that a vehicle was used to 
transport the items away. 

An attempted housebreak of a 
residence in a neighborhood off 
of High Street was thwarted on 
Sunday, October 31, thanks to 
an alert neighbor. 

“One subject has been arrest- 
ed in that incident,” Neville 
said. “The same house had 
been the target of a housebreak 
several days earlier, leading 
police to believe that local indi- 
viduals might be involved.” 

The investigation is continu- 
ing and police are following 
every possible lead, but not 
much physical evidence exists.

German machine gun fire and 
send hundreds of troops to their

“You see different men being 
hit and going down and it 
makes you wonder if you're 
going-to be the next one,” he 
recalled. “But you can’t loose 
your morale because you won't 
be able to function properly, 
a then you're going to get 

it” 

As hellish as the invasion was, 
Banda survived and with his 
regiment drove deeper into 
Europe, and eventually crossed 
the German border. Fifteen 
miles alter, the course of 
Banda’s would take an abrupt 
turn. After capturing town 
after town, the troops had set- 
tled into an area when a bar- 
rage of enemy artillery rocked 
the outfit, felling many and 
wounding others. 

“We were anticipating the 
attack because the tanks 
always draw heavy artillery. 
What you do is dig in and take 
cover under a tank or in a fox- 
hole,” said Banda, whose friend 
was killed in the heavy 
shelling. “I was wounded in 
both legs Two inches of my 
right leg was gone and I lost 
my left knee.” 

During the next frantic 
moments of the attack, Banda 
recalled being whisked away in 
a blanket and transported to 
the field ling while still under 
heavy fire. 

“I can’t tell you how many 
last rites they gave me. I wasn’t 
sure how severe my injuries 
were until the doctor at the 
field hospital told me that I'd 
never play football again,” 
Banda said, pointing to an old

x-ray of his shattered legs. I 
thought I was pretty bad off 
until I met some of my friends 
in the hospital that were much 
worse than I was.” 

The news of his injuries was 
sent back to Somerville where 
his family communicated via 
telegram, however the Western 
Union delivery man could not 
bring is upon himself to tell 
Banda’s parents, and instead 
sent the heart-wrenching mes- 
sage to an in-law. IN addition to 
James’ wounding, the family 
was coping with the loss of his 
older brother Joseph who was 
killed in action three weeks 
prior to James’ injury. James’ 
twin brother Albert was wound- 
ed a week earlier. 

The damage from the shrap- 
nel left Banda unable to walk 
foe the next two years and left 
him hospitalized for four years 
Over 35 operations were per- 
formed on his legs, including 
several bone grafts from his 
chest and his arms to his 
wounded legs. After stays in 
hospitals in Luxembourg and 
Paris, he was sent home to the 
states where he met his wife 
Gladys, a U.S. Air Force nurse 
who had also served overseas. 

At the Valley Forge Hospital 
in Pennsylvania, which at the 
time was renowned for its 
expertise in plastic surgery, 
Gladys was assigned to 
Banda’s floor, where they fell in 
love during his long days of 
recovery. 

“I had to readjust all over 
again because of my disabili- 
ties, and in readjusting I give 
100 percent credit to my wife,” 
he said 

Three years after the war had 
ceased, Banda was discharged 
and married Gladys in April of 


1948. The couple had five chil- 
dren. 

With the G.I. Bill Banda was 
able to attend and graduate 
from Suffolk University and 
later Suffolk Law School. Band 
has practiced law in Boston 
and gut of his home since then. 

“They gave us benefits,” said 
Banda. “there's no question 
they were good to us.” 

In addition to his law practice, 
Banda has served the town for 
forty plus years holding numer- 
ous posts ranging from select- 
man to library trustee. Banda 
is also a member of three local 
veterans groups, D.A.V, V.F.W, 
and the American Legion 
“The veterans organizations 
at. They do so much, 
re in the hospitals and 


visiting the cemeteries, and 
hold parades on Veteran's Day 
and Memorial Day,” said 
Banda. 


Reflecting on his time served 
in action and resulting injury, 
Banda said that he has no 
regrets. 

“I accepted my disability and 
lived with it. There were times 
that I couldn’t go to the beach 
with my body all scarred up, 
but I got over that. The older 
people understand, the younger 
people don’t.” 

While Banda agrees that 
times have changed since the 
days of the war, he doesn’t 
believe that America’s sense of 
patriotism has waned. 

“Pearl Harbor united us,” he 
said. “If an attack ever came to 
the United States, I believe that 
we'd unite again to preserve 
these rights we have. 

For his efforts, Banda was 
awarded the Bronze Star and 
the Purple Heart.

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skill,” said Scanlon. “In spots 
(Masco) was much more 
intense going to the ball. They 
have a good club. They have 
some good players. They were 
winning the 50-50 balls, they 
were better to the ball and 
played with more intensity 
especially when we woke them 
up by scoring early. Sometimes 
that can be tough with them. 
We needed better control on our 
first touches.

Major blunder 
by the MIAA 
effects local 
soccer teams

Mistakes happen. They hap- 
pen everyday in everyone's 
lives. It happens. The 
Massachusetts Interscholastic 
Athletic Association (MIAA) 
made a mistake this past week 
and instead of trying to correct 
it. the right way, the organiza- 
tion made things a lot worse 
causing tons of controversy, 
while effecting so many teams. 

Late Thursday afternoon the 
MIAA released the state tour- 
nament pairings in both boys 
and girls soccer on_ its 
“Massachusetts. Ihigh.com” 
website. In Division 2 North, 
there were 18 teams who quali- 
fied. The MIAA broke it down 
té a pair of preliminary games 
between the No. 15 seed 
Gloucester and the No. 18 seed 
Wilmington, and then a game 
between the No. 16 seed 
Tewksbury and the No. 17 seed 
Melrose. The winners would 
play the first two seeds of 
Danvers and Bishop Fenwick, 
respectively. 

While it all sounds right, what 
the MIAA overlooked was the 
fact that the No. 5 seed in 
Division 2 North Greater 
Lowell, belonged in Division 3. 
That would now effect all of the 
games in both Division 2 and 3. 
‘Tewksbury, who was scheduled 
to play Melrose in a prelimi- 
nary game, should have been 
placed in a first round game 
against Danvers. Gloucester, 
who was scheduled to take on 
Wilmington in the other prelim- 
inary game, should have played 
Bishop Fenwick in the first 
round, Wilmington and Melrose 
should have been the only pre- 
liminary game. But the pair- 
ings were never fixed, instead it 

+ was one major headache for all 
involved. 

According to the MIAA soccer 
supervisor Jim O'Connell, the 
mistake was caught around 1:00 
pm on Friday. Tewksbury host- 
ed Melrose at 2:00 pm, with the 
Wilmington-Gloucester game 
set for 7:00 pm. Greater Lowell 
was suppose to take on the No. 

: 12 seed Marblehead in its first 
round game. But now that the 
, Gryphons were removed from 
;the Division 2 bracket, 
* Marblehead had no opponent. 
: “By the time we found out the 
+ error, as it was reported by 
! Greater Lowell, and by the time 
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we investigated it, it was too 
late to notify all the schools,” 
MIAA soccer director Jim 
O'Connell told the Boston 
Herald in Saturday’s paper. 

On the “MIAA.net” website 
which links you to the [High 
site, it gave an update at 1:51 
pm on Friday, saying there was 
a mistake and the Weston- 
Bedford Division 3 game was 
postponed, and the update 
brackets with the corrections 
would be soon adjusted. That 
was posted at 1:51, which was 
still nine minutes before the 
Tewksbury-Melrose game 
kicked off and 5 hours and nine 
minutes before the Wilmington- 
Gloucester game would begin. 

O'Connell told Tewksbury 
assistant coach Joe O’Brien 
Friday evening that the mis- 
take was found at 1:00 pm. 
With an hour before kick-off to 
the tournament games, certain- 
ly there was enough time to 
make the necessary adjust- 
ments whether or not buses 
had already been on the road. 

The original games were 
played on Friday. Tewksbury 
lost to Melrose in a shoot-out. 
Later on that night, Gloucester 
also lost in a shoot-out. Both of 
those teams’ seasons came to 
an end, when both teams 
should not have been playing to 
begin with. 

“Based on the season we had 
we earned the right to play in 
the state tournament,” said 
Tewksbury girls soccer coach 
Jack O’Brien on Saturday 
afternoon. “We went along 
with the proper placement of 
who were suppose to play and 
where, We played our hearts 
out against Melrose and lost in 
a shoot out. And then to come 
to find out that we didn’t have 
to play that game is very dis- 
couraging. 

“The proper place that we 
were suppose to play was taken 
away from is with no viable 
reason and we're very disap- 
pointed with that. We should 
still be in the state tournament 
and we're not and that’s very 
discouraging and disappoint- 


ing. 
None of the three coaches — 
Wilmington’s Sue Hendee, 
Tewksbury’s Jack O’Brien and 
Gloucester’s Matt Kersker ~ 
knew about the problem until 
this reporter told them. 
Kersker couldn’t believe that 
after playing 100 minutes and 
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Wilmington High senior midfielder Alicia Murray, shown here 
dribbling with the ball during a regular season game, will be 
one of ten seniors the team will sorely missed as the team’s suc- 
cessful season has come to an end.

Because of the error, the 
MIAA had two meaningless 
games played, while two teams 
that as of Saturday should still 
be practicing and preparing for 
its state tournament game, are 
turning in their uniforms sim- 
ply because the MIAA made a 
huge blunder. 

While Tewksbury and 
Gloucester can say they were 
unfairly treated, how about the 
entire Division 3 North brack- 
et? Every team was effected 
with tons of games being 
changed, while teams went 


watching his team lose on 
penalty kicks, that it was all 
unnecessary because of a big 
error by the MIAA. 

“With the mess up from the 
MIAA it's just ridiculous,” he 
said. “We have one opportuni- 
ty to get into the state tourna- 
ment. We should have been in a 
first round game instead we're 
playing in a preliminary game 
and we have that taken away 
from us. We worked extremely 
hard to get into the state tour- 
nament and to play a quality 
team like Wilmington in a pre- 


liminary game when we days without knowing who they 
weren't supposed to is just would play, when they would 
wrong. play and which team would get 


a bye. And after its first round 
games were completed, there 
were nine teams alive when 
they were suppose to be eight. 
Again a major problem to fix. 

This all could have been 
avoided if the MIAA did the 
right thing to begin with. If 
Greater Lowell's assumption of 
playing in Division 2 was dou- 
ble checked, than all of this 
could have been avoided. 
However mistakes happen. So 
after realizing their mistakes, 
the MIAA should have post- 
poned all tournament games 
until they were able to sort 
everything out. Instead of 
doing that, this year’s girls soc- 
cer tournament is tainted. 
Teams that should be playing 
are not, while other teams sud- 
denly don’t have to play games 
they should be playing. 

Perhaps the NFL should do 
the same thing this year. 
Instead of the Patriots playing 
a first round game against the 
Steelers, maybe they can jump 
up to the AFC title game and 
play the Colts. That would be 
fair, right? We can just make up 
whatever we want. That’s what 
the MIAA did. 


“Wilmington is a very good 
team but we were cheated 
because we weren't supposed to 
be playing a preliminary round 
game. I'm going to take the 
necessary steps to right this 
wrong.” 

O'Connell added in Saturday's 
Herald that ‘It’s not really 
going to affect anything. You’re 
still going to play the same 
number of games and you've 
still got to win.” 

That's incorrect. After Friday 
night’s games were completed, 
Bishop Fenwick suddenly got a 
bye into the quarterfinals, thus 
playing one less game than 
every other team. On top of 
that, a team in Division 3 will 
also play one less game than all 
of the others. How is that fair? 

How did this gliche’ happen? 

O'Connell told the Boston 
Herald that the gliche occurred 
on paper work as Greater 
Lowell inadvertently said it 
belonged in Division 2 because 
of confusion on the four year 
cycle of teams moving up or 
down in divisional play. Sure 
those things can happen, but 
how this slip by an entire orga- 
nization? 


State Tournament soccer 


Girls team outsted

One aspect of the game of 
soccer that easily goes unno- 
ticed is fatigue and the ability 
to recuperate.

.GLOUCESTER - Starting out 
1-6-1 only to finish the second 
half with a 7-2-1 record to qual- 
ify for the state tournament 
showed just how much heart, 
grit and character the 
Wilmington High girls soccer 
team really has.

However this one 
was much more difficult as 
Wilmington trailed from seven 
minutes left of the first half 
until less than three minutes 
left in the game as senior cap- 
tain Kat Strazzere came 
through in dramatics, sending 
the game into overtime. 

Her goal on a set-up from 
junior Brianne Bozzella, forced 
overtime. Both teams played 
two scoreless ten minute sud- 
den-death frames, with 
Wilmington holding a 41 edge 
in shots on net during those 20 
minutes. 

After those frames were 
down, the referees had the two 
teams shake hands, and then 
line up for penalty kicks. 
Wilmington came through 3-2 
behind goals from Samantha 
Canning, Strazzere and Nadia 
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Prinzivalli. Senior goalkeeper 
Ashley Poirier stopped the final 
shot off the foot of Colleen 
Allen and the ‘Cats celebrated 
with the victory on the 
Gloucester High School field. 

Just two years ago it was 
Wakefield who celebrated on 
Alumni Stadium. Wilmington 
forced overtime in that quarter- 
final state tournament game 
with a late goal, only to lose in 
the fourth overtime period, as 
Wakefield came away in the 
second portion of the penalty 
kicks. That loss seems to still 
have a left a deep cut into the 
program, but coming through 
on the other end of that on 
Friday night but erase that 
pain.

ignited the late rally. With 
under six minutes to go in the 
game, she first stopped an 
oncoming rush about ten yards 
into the ‘Cats territory. She col 
lected the ball and started to 
motor up the left sideline. She 
kept the ball in twice on nice 
recoveries before it went out, 
and then she started her 
momentum up the field, drib- 
bling past several defenders.

Poirier had a lot of thinking 
ahead of her. Two players had 
scored on her going to the exact 
same spot, while the other two 
missed the net.

“I was nervous but not so ner 


vous that I would get all 
messed up,” said Poirier. “I 
tried not to think about it.

' Class of 1997: 


?..Matt joins his sister Laura, 
who was tabbed on the Top Ten 
Tewksbury Female list several 
weeks ago, as the only duo to 
make it to the lists from any 
immediate family in either 


town. 

, While the Petros family goes 
down as one ef the top athletic 
families in the town, certainly 
Matt Petros may go down as 
one of the all-time classiest 
kids to walk through the halls 
and to put on a Tewksbury uni- 
form since my eleven year 
tenure. 

Petros was a solid three-sport 
athlete playing football, basket- 
ball and baseball. He was a 
member of the football team 
and was vastly underrated, 
mostly because on those teams 
there were guys like Torode, 
Christopher, Lavoie, Adorno 
and Shunamon who got most of 
the carries out of the backfield. 
However, that was the most 
amazing thing about Petros — 
hile he had a long list of guys 
in front of him, he certainly 
came through when called 
upon, 

During the 1995 Super Bowl 
season, which the Redmen lost 
to;Walpole, Petros carried the 
‘all just 10 times on the season 
for 120 yards with four touch- 
downs. He had a monster 
Thanksgiving Game with 86 
Yushing yards and a 66-yard TD 
reception, and then came 
through with a touchdown in 
the 28-14 loss to Walpole. 

He easily would have put up 
ster numbers had all of 
other players not been in 

front of him. 

«Baseball was Petros’ best 
sport. He roamed the outfield 
for Coach Ron Drouin’s team 
and was easily the team’s best 
contact, and line drive hitter 
during his time on the club. 
Petros was a very underrated 
outfielder, who constantly 
made great plays, while at the 
plate he was a very consistent 
and clutch hitter. 

Petros went to play baseball 
at UMass-Lowell and had a ter- 
rific career, helping the team 
reach the Division 2 World 
Series during his time there. 


9). Scott Favreau, 
Class of 2001: 


I had watched him pitch and 
play sports since he was 12. I 
ember interviewing him 
afer an all-star baseball game 
and watched him grow into not 
enly an outstanding baseball 
and hockey player, but an 
incredible young man, who still 
looks like Keith Foulke of the 
Boston Red Sox even though he 
thinks I got hit in the head too 
fany times with foul balls. 
‘During the summer of 1995, 
Fdvreau helped lead the 
‘Téwksbury Junior National 
Bille League team to the 
astern Mass final, coming two 
wins away from advancing to 
the World Series. 
Favreau made an immediate 
impact at the high school as a 
freshman. He made the varsity 
boys soccer team (but left the 
sport after the season to con- 
centrate on hockey), made the 
varsity ice hockey team and 
¢ame up from the JV baseball 
tem during the middle of the 
séason making his varsity 
debut on a Wednesday night 
dirider the lights in Lowell. 
“fle finished his freshman 
baseball season with a_6-0 


record on the mound as a fresh- 
man in the MVC. That's incred- 
ible to say the least. 

He went on to become 
arguably the best pitcher the 
program has ever had. He fin- 
ished with a 25-4 record, while 
battling shoulder and elbow 
problems, mostly during his 
junior and senior seasons. 

He also tossed that six plus 
inning gem shutting down the 
most powerful hitting team in 
the state in Stoneham, before 
the Spartans rallied late. 

While he was known for his 
pitching, his hitting wasn’t too 
shabby either. He always was 
among the team in almost 
every offensive category, and 
played a fabulous right field 
when he didn’t pitch. 

The big thing about Favreau 
came in his senior season. In 
two different sports, baseball 
and hockey, he was named the 
league’s MVP. 

In hockey, he led the Redmen 
to a MVC Division 1 league 
title, as he and Jim Davos 
played almost all but five min- 
utes of the entire season as 
defensemen. The two of them 
never, ever, ever came off the 
ice playing against Chelmsford, 
Billerica, Central Catholic, ete. 

Then that spring, he led the 
baseball team to a MVC 
Division 2 League 
Championship and was named 
the MVP beating out several 
outstanding other players from 
within the league. 

Favreau went on to have a 
great career pitching for 
Bridgewater State College. 


8). Jay Wagstaff, 
Class of 2001: 

I feel like I’m repeating 
myself over and over but with 
Petros, Favreau and Wagstaff, 
it’s hard to argue this list in 
terms of athletes and tremen- 
dous people with many more to 
go on this list 

Wagstaff was a dynamic 
three-sport athlete, who 
excelled in anything he did 
whether it be football, basket- 
ball or track. He's also the only 
male athlete since 1994 to be 
tabbed the Town Crier's Male 
Athlete-of the Year twice, 

In football he reminded me so 
much of Ben Christopher and 
it’s a wonder what numbers 
Wagstaff would have put up had 
he-been on those Super Bowl 
teams. Wagstaff could do so 
many things on the football 
field, He could rush the ball, he 
could be a top receiver, he 
could bury you with simple 
plays as a slot back or in the 
flat area and he was a terrific 
threat as a punt/kick off return 
specialist. 

During his senior season, he 
caught what is believed to be a 
school record, five touchdowns 
~ all from Mike Rocco ~ in the 
team’s route on MVC rival 
Billerica. His junior year, he 
dominated the Thanksgiving 
Game against Wilmington mak- 
ing his own highlight film. 

In basketball he made so 
many things happen because of 
his speed, athleticism and hus- 
tle. He was a solid guard, who 
could put up his share of points 
but was exciting to watch in 
transition and fast breaks. 

In track he could do anything 
whether it be sprints, the 
jumps, the relays and he came 
through with a number of indi- 
vidual titles at league meets, 
state meets or all-state meets. 

He went on to have a terrific 
collegiate career participating 
on both the Amherst College 
football and track teams. He 
was the captain of the football 
team and named to various All- 
American teams. 


7). Chris Byrne, 
Class of 2005: 


Wagstaff’s step-brother, Chris 
is one of a selected few football 
players at TMHS to receive a 
scholarship as he is playing for 
Northeastern University. He 
just left Tewksbury High a few 
months ago, and who could for- 
got how he dominated the foot- 
ball field as a linebacker and as 
an offensive lineman, while he 
was an outstanding wrestler 
and a solid contributor to the 
track team. 

He also easily could have been 
one of the basketball team's 
better players, had he not gone 
to wrestling. 

On the football field he was 
immense, chasing down every 
ball carrier from one end of the 
field to the other and was 
always involved in almost every 
play. Take for instance his 
junior season in the Turkey 
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Game when he alone put the 
Redmen back into the game in 
the third quarter. 

Besides Dave Shunamon, it’s 
hard to argue anyone who was 
more dominant on the defen- 
sive side of the ball for 
Tewksbury in the past ten 


years. 

On the wrestling mat he 
ended up with an incredible 
record of 124-34 over his four 
year career, which included 
placing fourth at the New 
England Meet this past March. 

He qualified for the NE Meet 
in each of his last two seasons, 
and although he was never able 
to get the state championship 
he wanted, he was a sectional 
champion, won tons of tourna- 
ments and placed very high 
each year at the state and all- 
state meets. 

On the track, he was very ver- 
satile being among the state’s 
best in the javelin while also 
being a part of a state champi- 
on relay team. 


6). Mike Rocco, 
Class of 2003: 


He’s another one who I’ve 
had known and watched play 
sports since he was a youngster 
on the little league fields. 
Rocco could and did do every- 
thing at TMHS. He went on to 
get a scholarship to play base- 
ball at Bryant College in Rhode 
Island and had a tremendous 
freshman season winning all 
kinds of awards. However that 
said, his best sport by far was 
basketball. 

During this past winter sea- 
son, Bryant needed a few play- 
ers on its basketball team and 
Rocco was given permission to 
play. He helped turn the pro- 
gram around from a cellar 
team to one that went on to 
play in the Division 2 tourna- 
ment. The school is currently 
trying to work it out so he could 
play for both the baseball and 
basketball teams. 

While that’s an incredible 
feat, Rocco gets this nod 
because of what he did in high 
school. In basketball he was the 
team's most prolific player, 
dominating in the paint and on 
the boards, He ended up break- 
ing the school’s all-time 
rebounding record during his 
senior season. 

In baseball he did a lot 
whether it was play right field, 
play a little first base or pitch, 
Rocco was also one of the 
team’s best hitters and seemed 
to always come through in the 
clutch whether it be with his 
bat, his glove or his throwing 
arm 

A southpaw, Rocco could get 
his heater up in the mid 80s. He 
was by no means a dominant 
pitcher but he was a dominant 
baseball player. 

In football he was the team’s 
quarterback. He could be com- 
pared to that of Drew Bledsoe 
where he didn’t have the quick- 
est of feet, and sometimes got 
banged up, but had a lethal 
arm and could make things 
happen in a hurry. 

He was part of that school 
record of tossing five touch- 
downs to one receiver and six 
in all during that win over 
Billerica. He ended up throwing 
over 3,000 yards and missed a 
handful of games with unjuries. 


5). Mike Howell, 
Class of 1997: 


Never short of words in an 
interview, it was very enjoyable 
to ask Howell questions and 
waiting to hear his response. 
But for him, what he did in high 
school is something that does- 
n't happen too often. 

During his senior season, he 
was a huge factor in the team’s 
1996 Super Bow! championship 
over Walpole and then went on 
to become a New England 
wrestling champion. He also 
was a part of a Class C State 
championship in track during 
his reign excelling in almost 
every event head coach Steve 
Levine put him in. 

In football, Howell's talents 
really blossomed. He had a 
tremendous game defensively 
at end and really helped limit 
the Rebels high prolific offen- 
sive attack. He also was 
immense his junior season, 
especially in a win over 
Westford when he and Ryan 
Minior combined to cause six 
turnovers. 

After high school, Howell dab- 
bled in a career of boxing, sev- 
eral times competing at the 
Golden Gloves annual tourna- 
ment in Lowell. He won his 
share of matches and lost sev-

many people to come out of 
TMHS over the past ten years 
who were physically tougher or 
who were as athletic as Mike 
Howell. 


4). Ben Christopher, 
Class of 1996: 


While Howell has the distine- 
tion of being a part of a football 
championship, a track champi- 
onship and an individual NE 
championship in wrestling, 
Christopher was a part of a 
Super Bowl team himself, was 
a member of the school’s first 
Division 2 hockey state champi- 
onship, and then was also one 
of the leading scorers on the 
hockey team that went to the 
Elite 8 tournament taking on 
the likes of BC High. 

During his senior season in 
football, Christopher along with 
Torode were named the Co- 
MVP League MVPs, helping 
the Redmen take the league 
title and advance to the Super 
Bowl. He ended up scoring 15 
touchdowns, kicking 33 PATs 
and combining for 125 of the 
team’s points that season. 

He was by far the best wide 
receiver the school has had 
during my tenure year. He was 
so explosive, and arguably the 
quickest player to play in any 
sport. 

In one win that season over 
Andover, who was ranked 14th 
in the entire state at that time, 
Christopher had 11 rushes for 
109 yards, had four receptions 
for 70 yards, scored a touch- 
down, kicked four PATs and 
also had two sacks from his 
cornerback position. 

He possessed that same speed 
on the ice and was a threat to 
score everytime he leaped the 
boards and took a shift. 

Christopher went on to have a 
great career as a wide out for 
UMaine and also spent time 
playing professionally in the 
Arena Football League. 


3). Mike Torode, 
Class of 1996: 


I am 31 years old now and 
since I met Mike when he was 
in high school he still calls me 
Mr. Pote and I'm only a few 
years older than he is. By far, 
Mike Torode is the most 
respectful male I've come 
across in my tenure at 
Tewksbury High. 

Torode was the quarterback 
on the 1995 Super Bowl team 
that lost to Walpole. He was the 
Co-MVP of the MVC, while he 
completed 87-of-146 passes for 
1,417 yards including 15 TD 
passes and threw just five 
interceptions all season. He 
also rushed for 269 yards that 
season with six touchdowns, 
accounting for 20 of the team’s 
touchdowns in 11 games. 

While football gave him the 
most headlines and a future as 
he went to receive a scholar- 
ship to play at UNH, his most 
accolades came from track and 
field. At the Andover 
Invitational, he was the MVP of 
the Meet which included being 
first in the 400, second in the 
high jump and the lead off leg 
of the winning 4x400 relay 
team. 

He was part of the State 


Champion 400 relay team along 
with Tim -Andreason, Dan 
Fitzgerald and Dan Clark, who 
were all Boston Herald All- 
Scholastics in the spring of 1996 
as they combined to set a state 
record with a time of 48.7 sec- 
onds. 

He also played basketball 
helping the Redmen win a MVC 
small school championship. 


2). Dan Clark, 
Class of 1995: 


Clark goes down as easily one 
of the state's all-time track per- 
formers. While he also played 
football and contributed there 
as a full-time player, Clark was 
so explosive on the track, with 
all kinds of accolades and 
accomplishments and it didn’t 
matter in what event he tried 

He set a school, league and 
state record in the 300 hurdles 
finishing with a time of 38.7 
seconds which still currently 
stands today. He finished third 
at the all-state meet in the hur- 
dles with a time of 37.34 sec- 
onds which ranked within the 
top ten in the entire nation that 
season. 

He was the anchor leg of the 
4x400 relay state and all-state 
championship team along with 
Torode, Andreason and 
Fitzgerald, who set a state 
record coming in at 48.7 sec- 
onds. At the All-State meet he 
got the baton and was behind 
by 60 yards to the front runner 
from Weymouth and Clark ran 
an incredible 47.9 split and 
ie out the win at the finish 


a at the New England 
Meet, Clark joined Andreason, 
Danny LeBoeuf and Kevin 
Andriolo and competed in the 
4x400 relay because both 
Torode and Fitzgerald could not 
make it. With new teammates, 
Clark anchored the relay and 
came across at the same time 
with a runner from Connecticut 
to take first place. It took the 
officials an hour to decide who 
won it, and because they could- 
n't figure it out, they gave the 
win to Connecticut because that 
anchor runner had won two 
events during the day and 
wanted him to leave as a three- 
event champ. 

Clark also placed in the hur- 
dles and high jump at that 
same NE Meet as well. 

That year he was named the 
Boston Globe Male Athlete of 
the Year, was a Boston Herald 
All-Scholastic individually and 
as part of that relay team. 


1). Dave Shunamon, 
Class of 1998: 


I don’t think there's been any 
one at Tewksbury or really in 
the ten years that I’ve covered 
high school sports, who stood 
out, who dominated and who 
clearly was a deciding factor in 
whether a team won or loss 
than Dave Shunamon. 4 

If there's a doubt, pick up.a 
tape of the Thanksgiving 
Football Game played during 
his senior season. I think 
Wilmington’s offensive 11 are 
still recovering from the brutal 
hits he gave each and every one 
of them. The poor QB of that 
team is probably still seeing 
No. 39 coming at him in his 
nightmares. 

Running the ball, Shunamon 
just lowered his shoulder and 
buried people. He was a key 
member as a sophomore when 
the football team lost in the 
Super Bowl. 

Then as a junior, when 
Walpole went for the two-point 
conversion on the final play et 
the game to win, it was 
Shunamon who came up with 
the stop right before the goal 
line which gave the Redmen its 
first ever Super Bowl 
Championship title. 

Defensively, no one could ever 
measure up to Shunamon. No 
matter how hard you tried, no 
matter what schemes or how 
many people you assigned {0 
him, Shunamon was King Kong 
tossing down buildings as if 
they were mosquitoes.

Rams get back on 
track after bye week

BILLERICA = The 
Shawsheen Tech football team 
had set several goals for them- 
selves at the start of the sea- 
son, and among them was win- 
ning the Commonwealth 
Athletic Conference Large title 
and earning a second consecu- 

tive post season berth. 

When those hopes were 
dashed two weeks ago in a sur- 
prising loss to Lynn Tech, it 
was difficult to tell just how the 
Rams would respond after a 
bye week when they took on 
CAC rival Greater Lawrence at 
Samuel J. Cassidy Field on 
Saturday afternoon. 

Thanks to the efforts of senior 
running back Kyle Marzeol 
along with some fine quarter- 
back play from sophomores Joe 
Gore of Wilmington and Joe 
Killion of Tewksbury, the Rams 
responded quite well with a 
dominating 40-14 win over rival 
Greater Lawrence. 

The win improved the Rams 
record on the season to 6-2 
overall and 1-2 in the CAC 
Large. 

Marzeoti was outstanding, 
rushing for 204 yards and three 
touchdowns on just six carries. 
He added a fourth touchdown 
on defense, with an intercep- 
tion return for the Rams first 
score of the game. 

Killion and Gore both played 
well at quarterback with 
Killion leading the Rams to 
their first two scores on offense 
and Gore breaking the game 
open in the second half with a 
pair of touchdown passes. 

For the season, Marzeoti has 
now rushed for 1,117 yards with 
20 total touchdowns, 17 of them 
rushing scores and one each 
coming on a kickoff return, 
punt return and Saturday's 
interception return. 

The Rams were never threat- 
ened, and strange as it may 
sound the 40-14 final made the 
game sound closer than it actu- 


ally was. After a sluggish start 
to the game and just a 6-0 first 
quarter lead, Shawsheen domi- 
nated play the rest of the way, 
taking a 20-0 halftime lead and 
extending it to 40-0 before 
Greater Lawrence added a pair 
of late scores. 

“We had a tough loss to Lynn 
Tech so it was real nice to 
bounce back like this,” 
Shawsheen coach Al Costabile 
said. “It was nice just to play a 
game after two weeks.” 

Marzeoti helped the Rams get 
off to a strong start. After 
going four and out on their first 
possession, Marzeoti stepped in 
front of a Reggie receiver and 
raced 25 yards untouched down 
the sideline for a touchdown 
and a 6-0 Shawsheen lead with 
5:50left in the first quarter. 

Early in the second quarter, 
Marzeoti helped extend the 
lead in his more traditional 
manner with a brilliant 60 yard 
touchdown run. On Killion’s 
first play of the game in place 
of Gore, he took the safe route 
and pitched to his star running 
back and Marzeoti got to the 
outside and outran all pursuers 
on the way to a 12-0 lead with 
8:35 left in the half 

For his next run, Marzeoti 
tried a different route, bursting 
through the Greater Lawrence 
line and then torching the 
Reggie secondary for a 20-0 
lead with 1:50 left in the half 
after Killion connected with 
Fullerton on the conversion 
pass. 

Killion was 3 for 3 for 22 yards 
in his first varsity experience. 
Gore was back under center to 
start the second half and he 
took full advantage of the 
Reggies continuing their first 
half trend of playing nine men 
on the line of scrimmage, con- 
necting with wide receiver 
Brandon McCarthy on the third 
play of the half for a 37 yard 
touchdown pass. Gore hit 
McCarthy perfectly on a slant 
at about the 25 yard line and 
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McCarthy took it from there. 
Gore and McCarthy also 
hooked up for the two point 
conversion pass and a 28-0 lead 
with 10:11 left in the third quar- 
ter. 

The Rams needed only one 
play on their next possession to 
extend their lead when Gore hit 
Fullerton perfectly in stride for 
a 30 yard touchdown pass and a 
340 lead with 7:43 left in the 
third quarter. 

Gore was 40f-5 for 72 yards 
and a pair of touchdowns on 
the day with all but one of the 
completions coming in the sec- 
ond half. Costabile was 
pleased with the play of both 
sophomore quarterbacks. 

“Gore did a great job in the 
second half, hitting on a couple 
of passes, which we had to do 
with them sending 11 guys,” 
Costabile said. “And Killion is 
really progressing. He is a 
great athlete who has played a 
lot of positions for us. He 
makes things happen.” 

Marzeoti closed out the scor- 
ing with his 92 yard run in the 
fourth quarter. Gore took the 
off tackle hand-off and simply 
breezed past the Reggie 
defenders both on the line and 
in the secondary, never break- 
ing stride all the way to the end 
zone. 

Next week, Shawsheen will 
host CAC Large champion 
Tyngsboro at 1:30 at Cassidy 
Field. For most of the year, it 
looked’ like this “would be a 
game to determine at least a 
share of the league title, but the 
Rams loss to Lynn Tech ended 
those hopes. Still, the Rams 
will approach the game as if 
everything is on the line. 

“It's a big game for us,” 
Costabile said. “They have won 
the league five years in a row 
and it would make our season 
to beat them.”

Viveiros said. “And we got it 
done with mostly freshman and 
sophomores like Warnick, 


Stockton and Katie Gallagher, 
who I think is one of the best 
players in the league.” 

With the win in the tourna- 
ment, the Lady Rams accom- 
plished another one of the 


goals they had set at the start 
of the season. Farlier last 
week, Shawsheen had qualified 
and played in the state voca-

Preserving history 
& family fun

Military vehicles always 
provide some excitement dur- 
ing the area parades and help 
to bring reality to events such 
as this week's Veterans' Day 
services that will beheld 
throughout the Middlesex East 
area, In a time when many 
local units of the National 
Guard and Army Reserve are 
off fighting in far-off places 
such as Iran and Afghanistan, 
it is the job of the Merrimack 
Valley Military _—Vehicle 
Collectors (MVMVC) to provide 
the historic tanks and trucks 
that were used in World War II, 
Korea, Vietnam, and even 
today. 

“We've been doing this for 13 


or 14 years, said Reading resi- 
dent Bruce McCoy, president of 
the Collectors. “Many times 
we've been the only military 
(type) unit in the parades as 
the Guard and the Reserves 


MVMC has about 125 members 
with about 70 who are “very 
active.” Collectively they have 
about 150 vehicles that range 
from “... a World War I truck to 
people with Humvees and 
everything in between.” 

McCoy noted that the mem- 
bers have what he call the 
“green disease.” An affliction 
that means once they have 
restored one military vehicle 
they want to do more. 

“I have two in my garage,”

McCoy said. “I've had about 10 
vehicles over a 20 year period.” 
Ironically, McCoy, who 
works for the American Red 
Cross, has a working restora- 
tion of an ambulance used dur- 
ing World War II by the Yankee 
Division Medical Unit. His pre- 
sent second vehicle is a 
Vietnam era Jeep M151.

STEPPING UP TO THE PLATE 


Cornucopia 
(North Reading) 


“If the Pilgrim farmers 
had experienced the misfor- 
tunes that have befallen the 
Batchelder School third 
grade farmers, famine might 
have replaced the harvest 
feast that we know as 
Thanksgiving,” notes the 
“North Reading Transcript.” 

“Fortunately, for the 
Batchelder farmers, 
Rotarians in Lexington and 
North Reading have stepped 
forward to ensure the contin- 
uation of this unique educa- 
tional project, as well as bet- 
ter future harvests. 

“As a science and social 
studies project, the third 
graders at the Batchelder 
School grow wheat and corn 
in small schoolyard fields. 
Unfortunately, the soil is 
very poor at the Old Central 
School in Stoneham, where 
the school is located during 
the Batchelder renovation 
The July wheat harvest 
yielded a fraction of last 
year’s harvest in North 
Reading, even though 800 
pounds of cow manure have 
been plowed into the field 
Some of the corn that stu- 
dents planted last spring was 
barely knee-high by mid- 
August, and none of the 
plants were taller than a 
third grader. 

“Don Wilson, a Lexington 
Rotarian, had learned of the 
Batchelder Wheat Project 
when a group of third 
graders visited Wilson’s 
Farm for a writing project 
last spring. When he discov- 
ered that they needed a more 
fertile wheat field, he donat- 
ed more than a ton of com- 
posted cow manure and had 
it delivered to the school. 

“The Rotary Club of North 
Reading volunteered to save 
the Batchelder Corn Project, 
where students grow corn as 
the Pilgrims did, in mounds 
along with beans and squash, 
and in modern rows. The 
idea is to replicate the corn 
growing methods of the 


Pilgrims, to compare and 
explain the different yields of 
the two planting methods, 
and to make and eat corn 
bread and hasty pudding 
from corn that students dry, 
shell and mill. 

“Thanks to the generosity 
of the North Reading 
Rotarians, the corn field’s 
projected meager yield was 
supplemented by a shipment 
of dried ears of corn from 
South Dakota 

“Judy Pinney, president of 
the Rotary Club of North 
Reading, thinks that school 
projects like these are won- 
derful. ‘They bring science 
and history into the real 
world for students. 
Sometimes you can learn 
more when things go wrong 
than when they go as 
planned.”

Having the ability to restore 
and operate a vehicle is another 
attraction for the members, 
according to McCoy. 

He also noted that the 
MVMVC also tends to hold their 
gatherings outside and not in 
some fancy convention hall. 
However, the group is associat 
ed with the Military Vehicle 
Preservation Association and 
has ties with over 6,000 collec- 
tors from all over the world 

All of the vehicles in the 
MVMVC were government vehi- 
cles that have seen military ser- 
vice.

Rotary Club: 60 years of service to Wilmington

Founded in 1905, Rotary is made up of business and professional leaders who work to 
better their community and build understan: and peace in the world. Rotary is a 
non-political, non-religious humanitarian organization. There are approximately 1.2 
million Rotary club members of more than 32,000 Rotary clubs in 168 countries. Rotary 
strives to achieve its objective through activities in four rimary areas. These are often 
referred to as the “Four Avenues of Service”: Club Service, Vocational Service, 
Community Service, and International Service. 

In Wilmington, Massachusetts, more than fifty men and women volunteer their time 
as Rotarians and practice Rotary's international motto: “Service above Self.” While 
each Rotary club practices all four avenues of service, the Wilmington Club's true 
strength is Community Service. “Our club has been very active in community Service,” 
states Club President John Doherty. 

Rotary Park at the corner of Church Street and Adelaide Road is among the projects 
the Rotary Club of Wilmington has taken on. Each year, the Club cleans up the Park, 
plants flowers and shrubbery, and makes various improvements to the park such the 
gazebo and the sign built for announcement of various functions that happen within the 
Town. Wilmington Rotary provided the lights that grace the Town Common. 

Wilmington Rotarians make less visible, but equally important contributions to 
Wilmington's senior citizens by donating monthly food baskets which are, with the help 
of the Wilmington Senior Center, given to needy senior citizens and by making Lifeline; 
the medical alert system that enables seniors to live with independence and confidence 
in their own homes in their own communities, available. 

The Rotary Club of Wilmington also invests in Wilmington's youth. Each year, in con- 
junction with the Wilmington Rotary Club Scholarship Trust, the club gives scholar- 
ships to students residing in Wilmington who are seniors in high school and who are 
going on to higher educational pursuits. In the past 15 years, the club has given over 
$300,000 in scholarships. 

Financial support for these projects, as well as other projects performed at the Rotary 
District and International levels, is gained through the Wilmington club's fund-raising 
efforts. The club has two major fund-raising events a year, Traditionally held the 
Thursday and nel Belay before Thonkephiee the Annual Auction is a combination of a 


televised auction on WCTYV held on the Thursday y night and a live auction at the ts 
of Columbus Hall. In addition to the auction, the club also holds a $10,000 raffle, which 
is drawn at the end of the live auction. In the spring, the club holds a vacation raffle.

Evanston, Ill. — To commemorate the 
100th anniversary of Rotary International 
on February 23, 2005 Rotary clubs in 166 
countries - representing a combined mem- 
bership of 1.2 million - performed an array 
of special activities and service projects. 

Among the hundreds of centennial events 
occurring worldwide were: 

- Rotary members throughout New 
Zealand were the first to welcome the cen- 
tennial by dedicating a hundred special 
service projects throughout the country, 
many of them addressing environmental 
and conservation issues. 

- More than 1,000 Rotary members in 
Korea packed the audience at KBS-TV stu- 
dios in Seoul for the national broadcast of 
a one-hour, prime-time tribute to Rotary, 
which included the presentation of $500,000 
collected by Rotary clubs to help victims of 
the December 2004 tsunami. 

- Hundreds of Rotary clubs in South Asia 
organized vision screening clinics for thou- 
sands of school children at risk for 
cataracts, glaucoma and other preventable 
or correctable eye conditions. 

- In Nairobi, Kenya, Rotary members 
hosted national government leaders and 
members of the diplomatic community at 
a roundtable luncheon on world peace and 
understanding, followed by a party for hun- 
dreds of disabled children.
